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THE  LION  KING! 


Scene  1st. — House  R.H.;  Raised  on  a 
Balcony  ;  Platform  steps  leading  up 
to  entrance  of  the  house  ;  Large  gate 
leading  into  a  yard  l.  h.  3  E.  ;  High 
wall  across  at  hack  ;  Large  out-house 
at  hack ,  r.  h.  3  e.  ;  Large  practicable 
tree ,  in  centre  at  hack  ;  Teases  2  on 
balcony  nearest  Stage. 

Enter  Pelican,  l.h.  3  e,  ( Note  in  hand.) 

Pel.  The  workmen  have  left  the  yard- 
gate  open,  and  I  can  now  introduce  myself 
without  being  seen.  My  tigress  has  re¬ 
turned  from  Paris  ;  I  must  see  her.  must 
speak  to  her  :  I  shall  commit  suicide,  ho¬ 
micide,  or  some  other  side,  to  get  rid  of 
this  burning  pain  in  my  left  side.  Ah  1 
Pelican,  you  are  like  a  pelican  in  the  wil¬ 
derness  1  In  love  with  another  man’s 
wife  :  and  what  man’s  wife  ?  The  wife  of 
my  most  intimate  friend.  Poor  Sapajou. ! 
Ah  !  Sapajou ’s  wife  is  a  woman  !  splendid 
woman  :  a  woman  and  a  half  !  ft  was  her 
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masculine  propensities  that  first  struck  me  •; 
I  made  love  to  her — sinner  that  I  was,  that 
is,  might  have  been — she  was  a  dragon  of 
propriety,  and  only  consented  to  the  pla¬ 
tonic.  Her  husband  objected  to  our  plato- 
nics  ;  he  shut  me  from  his  house — she  from 
her  heart  ;  she  has  consented  to  corres¬ 
pond  with  me,  but  will  not  see  me  ;  this 
is  our  post-office  ;  if  I  don’t  find  a  reply 
when  I  sneak  in  by-and-bye,  PH  shoot 
Sapajou,  and  fly  with  his  widow  to  the 
back  woods  of  America- — and  if  she  won’t 
consent  to  that  I’ll  die  !  stuff  myself,  and 
send  my  body  in  a  glass-case  to  ornament 
her  chamber.  Some  one  coming  —  I’ll 
mount  this  tree,  Pve  been  up  it  before  to¬ 
day.  Ah  !  >tis  Aline — the  very  figure  of 
her  amiable  mother — heigho  1 

Enter  Aline  down  balcony ,  with  an 
open  blank  letter — Georgette  (in  a  bon- 
r,l(>t)  l.  h.  3,  with  open  blank  letter— r-not 
observing  each  other. 

Al.  (to  herself)  Oh  !  such  delightful 
news  ! 

Georg,  (ditto)  Oh  !  what  a  happy  event! 

Pel.  (in  tree)  Pretty  Georgette  !  she 
has  all  the  glowing  spirits  of  her  splendid 
a unt.  Oh  1  (Falls  out  of  the  tree  ;  runs 
off  unperceived . ) 

pi.  (seeing  Georgette )  Ah  !  Georgette. 
(Conceals  her  letter  under  apron  )  3 
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Georg.  ( conceals  letter)  Ah  !  Aline — 
my  heart  was  in  my  mouth  ;  what  are  you 
hiding  there  ? 

Ah  And  what  is  that  you  are  conceal¬ 
ing  Eh  \  Innocence. 

Georg.  As  innocent  as  you  ;  let  me  have 
your  secret,  and  I’ll  tell  you  one. 

Ah  Confidence  for  confidence  ;  its  a 
love  letter  from  mv  sweetheart. 

Georg .  Then  there’s  my  let t3i*  ;  its 
written  hy  a  young  nice  man,  whom  I — I 
mean  who  loves  me.  Oh  !  Aline  !  ( reads 
letter .)  (  l' hey  exchange  notes.') 

Ah  (reads )  Oh  !  my — well,  he  must  be 
a  nice  young  man — -how  soft  and  tender. 

Georg.  And  yours  so  delightfully  sen¬ 
timental.  You  see  my  lover  has  just  ar¬ 
rived  from  Montpellier  ;  he  is  called  En- 
dymion  Ladoucette. 

Ah  I  see,  lie’s  a  cow-doctor- 

Georg.  No  dear,  a  veterinary  surgeon. 

Al.  My  lover’s  name  is  Guichard,  and 
yon  see  he  has  just  returned  from  Algiers 
with  a  cargo  of  skins, 

Georg.  Is  he  in  the  leather  line  l 

Ah  No,  he’s  a  furrier  ;  he  says  he  has 
brought  me  such  an  elegant  muff*  and  boa — 
to  be  married  in — if  I  will  have  him. 
H  cre’s  [Sapajou  and  Madame  S. 

without  u  You  are  wrong ” 
I  )n  right 


,Ma  and  Pa. 
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Enter  Sapajou  and  Madame  Sapajou, 

Mad.  S.  Our  establishment,  thanks  to 
me ,  Sapajou,  is  superb  ;  before  two  years 
has  expired  we  shall  double  our  fortune. 

Sap.  Ah!  that’s  your  opinion,  my  dear. 

Mad.  S.  It  is  my  opinion  ;  and  you 
know  I’m  pretty  positive  in  maintaining 
it,  Sapajou. 

Sap.  You  are,  my  lamb — ( aside )  damn’d 
positive. 

Mad.  S.  You  never  agree  with  me, 
Sapajou. 

Sap .  But  seldom,  my  dear  ;  you  are 
a  woman.  I’m  a  man. 

Mad .  S.  You  are  nothing  at  all,  Sir, 
but  an  obstinate  cantankerous  creature. 

Sap.  You  shouldn't  indulge  in  such  un¬ 
parliamentary  expressions,  my  darling. 

Mad.  S.  You  would  never  have  had  so 
fine  a  collection  of  birds  and  beasts  if  it 
hadn’t  been  for  me  ;  your  puddling  way 
of  doing  business  does  not  suit  my  exten¬ 
sive  ideas. 

Sap  Your  ideas  are  too  grand  for  me. 

Mad.S  But  everything  in  Paris  should 
be  conducted  on  a  large  scale.  I  have 
to-day  purchased  a  paroquette  that  all  the 
world  cannot  match  ;  and  now  everybody's 
eyes  are  turned  towards  wild  beasts,  ice 
must,  turn  our  eyes  to  them  also,  to  keep 
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pace  with  the  march  of  intellect.  Ah  ! 
Sapajou,  you  have  lost  a  treat  in  not  going 
with  me  to  see  Van  Air  burgh  and  Carter 
at  the  Cirque  Olympique.  What  men  to 
be  sure  !  such  astonishing  courage  and 
power  !  they  have  overcome  Nature  ! 
they  have  rendered  the  lions  and  tigers  of 
the  forest  as  docile  as  lambs.  It  was 
from  witnessing  their  performances  that  I 
conceived  the  idea  of  extending  our  esta¬ 
blishment.  Why  cannot  we  obtain  these 
animals  from  Africa — why  cannot  we — 
who  tame  all  squirrels,  foxes,  dogs,  cats, 
wolves,  &c.— tame  these  wild  creatures  as 
well  as  Van  Amburgh  and  Carter  I 

Sap .  If  you  couldn’t  tame  them,  my 
dear,  nobody  could. 

Mad.  S .  Don’t  provoke  me,  Sapajou. 

Sap.  Not  for  worlds,  my  iamb  ! 

Mad.  S.  Knowing  your  unbusiness-like 
habits,  1  had  an  interview  with  Monsieur 
Van  Amburgh  and  the  great  Carter.  I 
tried  all  my  persuasive  powers  to  obtain 
from  them  the  secret  ;  they  were  un gal¬ 
lant  enough  to  refuse  me  ;  I  was  in  such 
a  rage. 

Sap.  I  don’t  doubt  you,  my  pet  ! 

Mad.  S .  Sarcastic  wretch  !  but  I  ob¬ 
tained  from  Van  Amburgh  a  promise  that 
he  would  send  over  to  me  a  pupil  of  his, 
a  distant  relative,  to  see  our  collection  of 
birds  and  beasts  ;  and  when  he  comes  f 
have  a  plan  to  secure  him  and  his  secret. 
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Listen,  girls  :  you  are  slightly  concerned 
in  it  ;  you  must  one  of  you  secure  him  by 
marriage  !  and  then  when  he  is  once  a 
member  of  the  family  we  shall  all  be  let  into 
the  secret  !  Aline,  get  up  your  best  looks, 
my  dear. 

Al.  Me  l  Mamma. 

Mad  S.  And  you  too,  Georgette. 

Georg.  Me  !  Aunt. 

Mad.  S.  Me,  Ma  !  Me,  Aunt  !  You 
must  be  married  I  suppose,  and  why  not 
directly  ;  the  sooner  the  better.  I  expect 
him  here  shortly  girls  ;  go  and  take  your 
best  frocks  ;  make  yourselves  decent ;  not 
a  word.  Sapajou,  I  want  to  speak  to  you 
alone,  Sir. 

[Exit  Mad .  S.  into  home. 

Sap.  Oh  my  !  yes  dear.  I  wish  Van 
Amburgh  would  come  and  tame  her  :  how 
grateful  I  should  be  ! 

[She  calls  without . 

Mad  S.  u  Sapajou  !  follow  me,  Sir.” 

Sap.  Follow  you  :  yes,  my  dear  :  I’d 
follow  you  to  Pere  le  Chaise  with  pleasure ! 

[Exit,  she  calling  him. 

Al.  Ah  !  Georgette,  what  shall  we  do  I 
and  poor  Guichard  who  has  prepared  such 
presents  of  furs  for  our  wedding  in  July 
next. 

Geoig .  I'll  not  marry  a  wild-beast- 
tamer  ;  I  love  my  Ladoucette  too  well  to 
wed  another. 


(Ladoucette  sings  without .) 

“  Bless  all  pretty  lasses  ! 

How  sweetly  our  time  passes 
With  the  charming  fair. 

I’ve  sweethearts  here,  I’ve  sweethearts  there  ; 

I’ve  sweethearts  everywhere.” 

[He  Enters. 

Georg .  That's  his  dear  voice.  Ladou¬ 
cette  !  [.They  embrace  ;  Aline 

turns  her  back . 

Lad .  My  adorable  and  adored  Geor¬ 
gette. 

Georg ,  You  have  arrived  almost  as  soon 
as  your  letter. 

Lad .  I  have  flown  on  Cupid’s  wings  ; 
on  my  voyage  by  sea  home  I  longed  to 
be  a  sea-gull,  that  I  might  fly  to  my 
adored  Georgette. 

Georg.  You  have  come  most  apropos. 
Isn’t  he  a  nice  young  man,  Aline  I  ( Aside 
to  her.) 

Al.  Ye-es  ;  but  I  like  my  young  man, 
Guicbard,  better. 

Lad .  You  think,  perhaps,  I  have  to  tell 
vou  of  my  perils  at  sea,  tempests  and 
wrecks.  No  :  we  have  had  no  tempests  : 
I  have  not  been  wrecked  ;  but.  in  stepping 
from  the  boat,  I  fell  into  the  basin. 

Georg.  Oh,  gracious  ! 

AL  My  goodness  ! 
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Lad.  And  the  basin  would  have  been 
the  Styx  to  me,  if  a  strange  looking  man 
hadn’t  fished  me  out,  to  the  great  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  lookers-on,  and  my  entire 
satisfaction  likewise. 

Georg.  And  mine,  too,  I’m  sure. 

Lad.  (crosses  to  centre .)  After  all  my 
peril,  here  I  am  safe,  sound,  and  in  a 
hurry  to  be  married. 

Georg.  We  married  I  heigho  !  Such  a 
thing  has  happened  :  you  break  it  to  him 
gently,  cousin. 

Lad.  Ah  1  and  that  is  your  cousin  I 
both  I  see  retain  the  family  beauty  ;  what 
has  hapcened  I 

Al .  You  know  my  father’s  business  I 

Lad .  Dealer  in  foreign  birds  and  beasts, 
monkies,  squirrels,  &c. 

A l .  And  more  than  these  ;  he  is  going 
to  keep  lions,  panthers,  tigers  ;  they  are 
the  rage  now. 

Al.  Ma  went  to  see  the  wonderful  wild 
beast  tamer,  who  lives  in  the  same  cage 
with  them. 

Lad.  They  don't  allow  such  familiarity 
in  their  own  country  ! 

Georg.  And  one  of  us  must  marry  this 
lion- tamer.,  who  is  coming  here  to-day  to 
take  his  choice. 

Lad.  You  marry  any  other  but  me  1 
Impossible  !  Can  1  have  a  rival  ?  When 
will  he  come  1  When  he  does,  though  he 
can  face  a  lion  he  had  better  not  face  me  *

I'll  swallow  him  lions  and  all  ;  but,  sup¬ 
pose  he  should  not  come.  Ah!  is  your 
mamma  acquainted  with  him  ! 

Al.  No.  He  is  to  be  sent  by  Messrs. 
Van  Amburgh  or  Carter  to  superintend 
our  menagerie. 

Lad.  ( aside ,  ivalks  about )  But,  eh  ! 
ah!  why  not  f  A  student  of  the  Veteri¬ 
nary  College,  quite  unknown  here,  except 
by  that  rum  fell  >w  who  pulled  me  out  of 
the  Seine  when  we  landed  ;  i’ll  venture  ; 
I  will  be  this  lion  tamer  Messrs.  Van  Am- 
burgh  or  Carter  was  to  send. 

At.  You! 

Georg.  What  a  good  idea  ! 

Lad,  One  question,  ere  1  decide  though  ; 
have  you  any  ferocious  beasts  here  in 
your  menagerie,  any  lions  or  tigers  ! 

At.  Not  one  ;  but  1  must  go  in. 

[Exit  Aline . 

Lad.  Then.!  can  tame  them  without 
danger;  I’ll  tame  all  the  family  ;  you 

shall  marry  a  tamer,  and  1  am  lie  !

Gui chard  [heard  without)  l.  h.  3  e. 
As  you  please,  Madame  Sapajou  ;  I  shall 
speak  to  your  husband,  Madame  •  you 
are  only  a  non  est  inventibus ,  Madame. 

Georg .  Somebody’s  coming ;  good-bye. 

[  Exit  Georgette  up  balcony. 

Lad .  Farewell — you’ll  soon  see  me  again. 
Enter  Gui  ch  ard  in  a  rage  [not  observing 

Ladoucctte.) 

Refuse  her  daughter  to  me  !  a  young 
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man  well  known  and  well  to  do  ;  just 
returned  from  Algiers  with  a  cargo  of 
skins,  enough  to  stock  all  Paris  with 
Muffs,  Tippets,  and  Boas  for  a  twelve- 
month  ;  a  man  who  has  obtained  a  patent 
for  a  new  rnelhod  of  dressing  cats’-skins 
to  make  them  look  like  sable;  and  to 
give  her  to  a  mountebank.  [Runs  against 
Ladoucette  uho  has  been  thinking.)  Stand 
out  of  the  way  Stupid  :  eh  1 

Lad.  What!  Monsieur  Guichard  !  my 
old  friend  when  at  Montpellier. 

Gui.  What,  Ladoucette  !  the  horse  and 
cow-doctor. 

lad.  The  veterinary  surgeon. 

Gui .  {aside,  seems  struck  with  an  idea.) 
Ah  !  what  can  he  want  here  1  Can  he  be 
the  tamer  old  Mother  Sapajou  mentioned 
to  me  1  I  say,  what  might  bring  you  to 
old  Sapaj Dips  place  ?  umph. 

Lad.  I  ove  !  Love  !  Love  ! 

Gui.  ( pretends  to  faint.)  h’s  all  up  ; 
arsenic  for  one  !  then  w  e  are  rivals. 

Lad.  I  love  the  niece. 

Gui.  Ah  !  all’s  right  again.  Pm  stick¬ 
ing  up  to  the  daughter  ;  but  Mother  Sa- 
pajon  told  me  to  get  out  of  the  place,  I 
met  her  Outside  just  now7  ;  that  woman 
should  be  torn  to  little  bits  by  wild  tom¬ 
cats. 

Lad.  You  remember  when  we  were  at 
Montpellier  I  was  famed  for  my  brilliant 

imagination. 
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Gui.  Umph!  y-es,  he  was  famed  for 
being  the  greatest  liar  in  the  place  ! 
{aside)  yes,  yes. 

Lad.  I  have  concerted  a  plan  with  our 
adorabies, 

Gui.  Our  sweethearts  ]  neat  term  that, 
adorabies. 

Lad  Yes  :  a  plan  that  you  must  assist 
me  in  ;  vve  have  a  mutual  interest  ;  you 
help  me  to  my  love,  and — 

Gui .  You’ll  help  me  to  mine  \  go  on  ; 
I’m  desperate ;  command  me  anything 
short  of  murder  or  suicide. 

Lad.  They  expect  this  tamer  to  come 
to-day  ;  they  have  never  seen  him  ;  I 
intend  to  assume  his  name,  and  present 
myself  before  them 

Gui.  But  they’ll  know  you. 

Lad,  1  he  old  people  have  never  seen 
me  ;  for  l  first  knew  my  little  sylph 
Gui ,  Sylph  !  that’s  a  prettier  term  than 
adorabies. 

Lad.  I  see  by  your  determined  air — 
Gui.  Ah  !  it  never  would  curl  ;  yes  : 
Lad.  1  mean  your  determined  manner, 
that  l  can  place  dependance— 

Gui.  Yes  ;  but  what  am  I  to  do  ? 
Lad.  Turn  yourself  into  a  wild  beast. 
Gui.  Transmogrify  myself  into  a  beast  i 
Lad.  A  ferocious  beast  ;  no  scruples  ; 
this  is  no  time  to  squeak  at  a  pig. 

Gui ,  But  you  want  me  to  go  the  whole 

hog! 
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Lad.  What  will  you  be  :  lion,  tiger,  or 
panther  I  You  have  plenty  of  skins  in 
your  shop, 

Gui.  Bushels  ;  from  a  mouse’s  skin  to 
a  buffalo’s. 

Lad.  Let  no  one  know  it,  but  get  your¬ 
self  sown  up  in  one  of  these  skins,  lion 
or  tiger’s' ;  have  yourself  brought  heie  in 
a  sort  of  a  cage. 

Gui.  I’ve  such  a  beauty  that  I  kept  a 
live  bear  in,  to  draw  custom  to  my  shop, 
only  he  caught  the  measles,  and  I  was 
obliged  to  melt  him  down  for  bear’s 
grease;  well,  and  then  ! 

Lad .  Then  come  here,  and  I  must 
tame  you ;  write  a  letter  saying  that  you 
belong  to  the  Captain  of  a  vessel  who 
w  ants  to  sell  you,  then  go  to  the  masque¬ 
rade-shop,  and  borrow  a  dress  for  me,  as 
like  a  lion-tamer’s  as  possible  ;  bring  it 
in  the  cage  with  you. 

Gui.  Well,  you  have  a  brilliant  imagi¬ 
nation  ;  this  is  a  complete  fairy-tale  ;  I’ll 
go  and  make  a  beast  of  myself,  lion  or 
tiger,  you’re  not  particular  I  I  shall  put 
on  the  skin  that  fits  me  best  ;  I’ll  go 
and  make  my  toilet,  then  come  here  and 
be  tamed  by  the  great  lion-tamer. 

[Exit  l.  h.  3  E 

Lad.  Now  then  to  assume  my  new’ 
character,  and  put  on  all  the  ferocious 
ferocity  I  can  muster  ;  thev  are  comin« 
{He  assumes  pomposity  )  "  ^ 
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Enter  Georgette  ( from  house.) 

.Georg,  Are  you  ready  ? 

Lad.  Yes. 

Enter  Aline,  Sapajou,  and  Madame 
Sapajou  ( from  house.) 

Mad  S.  Where  is  he  l  Do  get  out  of 
the  way,  Sapajou. 

G  eorg.  This  is  the  gentleman,  aun#. 

Mad  S.  Just  like  another  man  !  and 
you  name  from  that  astonishing  man  l  a 
pupil  l.  I  need  no  explanation,  no  intro¬ 
duction  ;  the  manner,  attitude  :  you  must 
be  his  son,  or  nephew. 

Lad .  l  am  the  nephew — —of  my  un¬ 
cle  !  ( aside .) 

Mad  S.  Not  quite  so  tall  as  your  un- 
cle,  not  so  muscular. 

Lad.  \ly  figure  is  very  deceptive  ;  per¬ 
haps  lam  more  muscular,  perhaps  1  am 
not  (aside)  ;  but  my  grasp  is  most  pow¬ 
erful.  Now  you  see  when  l  seize  a  lion, 
( seizes  Sapajou)  what  can  he  do  ?  Nothing 
but  roar.  ( Sapajou  roars  ;  he  forms  an  at¬ 
titude  over  him.)  But  it  is  not  by  strength 
alone  we  hold  these  beasts  in  subjection, 
but  by  the  eloquence  of  the  eye  ;  some¬ 
times  we  use  a  bar  of  iron  with  a  spike, 
which,  when  thrust  into  them  an  inch  or 
two  generally  quiets  them.  ( Sapajou 
, moves  away.) 

Mad ,  S.  Dare  I  ask  your  name? 
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Lad.  I  am  called  Caesar  Leonidos;  S 
am  to  tame  your  menagerie. 

Mad.  S.  Of  course  you  know  the  con¬ 
ditions,  that  you  marry  my  daughter  or 
niece  ;  take  your  choice,  they  have  equal 
dowers,  and  you  will  become  Director  of 
our  Menagerie. 

Sap -  The  title  of  Director,  my  dear, 
belongs  to  me,  and — 

MadS.  Sapajnu!  silence! 

Sap.  (; retires  quietly.')  Yes,  my  sweet¬ 
est. 

Lad.  (aside)  She’s  tamed  him  ;  I  should 
be  sorry  to  have  a  clawing  from  her. 

Georg.  Oh  !  Aunt,  they  are  bringing  a 
lion  into  the  yard  ! 

Lad.  (aside)  It’s  the  furrier,  Gui- 
chard.  Now,  if  they’ve  stitched  him  up 
tight,  we’ll  have  some  fun. 

Mad.  S .  A  beautiful  animal,  my  dear 
Mons.  Caesar  Leonibos. 

Lad.  Bos,  Madame,  Leonidos,  not  bos. 
Mad.  S.  I  partake  in  the  fire  that  burns 
in  your  eye. 

Lad.  It  is  an  enthusiasm,  Madame  T 
w  hen  these  noble  animals  are  brought  be¬ 
fore  me. 

March ---Enter  an  Arab. 

Followed  by  four  men  drawing  on  a  cage 
like  V an  A  mb  ur aids  lion- cag e  ;  he  sa - 
lutes  and  presents  a  letter  to  Ladou - 
cette. 
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Lad.  For  Madame  Sapajou.  ( Sapajou 
advances  to  take  it.) 

Mad.  S.  It  is  for  me.  (reads.)  “Madame, 
having  been  informed  yon  are  desirous  of 
purchasing  wild  beasts,  I  send  you  for 
inspection  a  superb  lion  from  Africa  ;  you 
can  have  him  merely  for  the  cost  of  his 
passage  here  and  keep,  a  bill  of  which 
you  will  find  below.  First  day:  his  food 
consisted  of  a  fat  and  two  sheep. 
Second  day  *  a  quarter  of  lamb,  six  rab¬ 
bits,  and  two  monkies.  On  the  third  day ; 
nothing,  having  devoured  two  sailors  who 
were  sent  to  teed  him.” 

Sap.  Two  sailors!  His  keep  will  ruin 
us  !  where  can  we  get  sailors  for  him  to 
swallow  \ 

Mad.  S.  Sapajou!  Tell  the  captain  i 
will  purchase  him  after  swallowing  two 
men  ;  have  you  the  intrepidity  ? 

[  Eocit  Arab. 

Lad.  Pd  swallow  him,  if  my  jaws  were 
extensive  enough  ;  he  is  a  magnificent 
beast  !  ( aside  to  Guichard)  Is  it  all  right, 
Guichard  ?  ( Guichard  groans)  He  an¬ 

swers  me ;  I  can  then  enter  the  cage 
without  danger.  (He  goes  to  open  cage.) 

Aline  (on  balcony)  Oh  !  Ma  !  they  are 
.  bringing  in  a  tiger. 

Lad .  (alarmed ,  shuts  cage.)  Damn  it, 
which  is  Gmchard  ?  He  can’t  be  in  both 
skins  !  (aside.)  That  thick-headed  fool, 
Guichard;  has  made  an  infernal  mess  of 
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it,  and  if  I  go  into  the  wrong  cage,  I 
shall  be  made  an  infernal  mess  of :  here’s 
a  dilemma. 

Mad.  a S'.  Now,  my  dear  nephew,  for 
such  I  must  call  you,  I  must  assist  ;  PH 
open  the  cage.  ( He  carries  her  into  r.  h. 
corner ,  alarmed.) 

Lad .  Hold  !  attempt  it  not.  After  so 
long  a  voyage,  their  natures  will  not  ad¬ 
mit  of  taming  ;  if  /  were  to  attempt  it  I 
should  certainly  follow  the  two  sailors. 

Mad  S .  I  dare  say  they  require  feed¬ 
ing.  Sapajou  prepare  some  food  for  our 
new  guests.  Have  you  taken  lunch  ? 

Lad.  1  have  not. 

Mad.  S.  Aline,  prepare  luncheon  in  the 
best  parlour. 

Lad.  I  should  prefer  it  in  the  open  air, 
then  1  can  keep  my  eye  on  the  animals. 

Mad.  S.  Will  you  walk  in,  and  see  our 
collection  ? 

Lad.  Charming  woman, your  wife. Sa¬ 
pajou. 

Sap.  Delightful  woman  !  um  ph  ! 

[ Exeunt  Ladoucette ,  Madame  S. 
and  Sapajou  into  house. 

Aline  and  Georgette  prepare  luncheon  on 

table ,  R.  h.  c.  Guichard  comes  from  cacfe 

unperceived  at  first. 

Georg «  Ha  !  the  lion  !  he  has  escaped  ! 

( Guichard  jumps  about  on  all 
fours  nimbly.) 
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Al.  {throws  him  food)  Ush  :  ush. 

Gui.  Aline,  my  dear  Aline,  don’t  you 
know  me  l  It’s  me,  Guiehard,  your 
faithful  furrier. 

Al.  La  !  (They  embrace .) 

Gui.  How  have  you  been  since  1  saw 
you  last  ?  Had  my  letters  of  course. 
Lender  things  I  put  in  ’em  ;  when  l  was 
writing  them  1  blubbered  like  a  babby  ; 
Here’s  a  transmogrification  ;  puts  me  in 
mind  of  the  masquerade  we  went  to  ?  do 
you  remember  the  Cracovienne  ?  ( They 

dance;  they  form  attitude .) 

Enter  Ladoucette  with  pistols. 

Lad.  1  have  borrowed  p’stols  in  case  of 
accidents.  Ah  !  the  lion  dancing  with 
the  young  ladies  !  Ha  !  are  youGuichard, 
or  are  you  the  lion  ? 

Gui.  ( throws  off' head')  Turn  your  pis¬ 
tols  :  I’m  both. 

Sap.  ( without )  Aline  :  Georgette. 

Lad.  Clap  your  head  on,  and--»and  pop 
into  the  cage. 

Gui.  Where  is  my  head  ?  all  right. 

[  Runs  into  cage  ;  Aline  and  Geor¬ 
gette  enter  into  house. 

Lad.  Now  then  to  tame  my  new  nncle. 
They  have  sent  to  invite  their  neighbours 
to  see  me  tame  this  lion  and  the  tiger  ; 
I  can  manage  the  lion  ;  but  the  tiger, 
what  shall  I  do  with  him  ?  A  little 
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arsenic  will  soon  settle  him  ;  I  hav’n’t  time 
to  get  any  ;  1  must  make  the  old  gentle¬ 
man  give  his  consent  before  I  exhibit,  or  1 
shall  lose  Georgette.  All  !  here  comes 
the  old  fogey. 

Enter  Sapajou  from  house. 

Sap.  Luncheon’s  ready  both  for  you 
and  the  beasts  ;  how  do  you  get  on  with 
them  ? 

Lad .  I  have  tamed  the  lion  already. 

Sap.  The  animal  that  swallowed  the 
tw  o  sailors  !  and  you  hn\e  ventured  into 
his  cage  ? 

Lad.  No.  I  made  him  come  out  to 
me  ;  he  is  now  harmless  as  a  spaniel  ;  he 
shall  lunch  with  us  ;  you  have  nothing 
to  fear  except  when  he  waggles  his  tail. 

Sap.  Lunch  with  a  lion  !  he’ll  be  swal¬ 
lowing  me. 

Ladoucette  enters  the  cage  and  performs 

V an  AmburgEs  tricks  with  the  lion  ; 

at  the  end  he  comes  out  followed  by  lion. 

Sapajou  runs  into  r.h.  corner  alarmed; 

lion  capers  at  him ,  fyc in  l.  h.  corner 

Sap.  I’m  very  nervous,  my  blood’s 
congealing  ;  he’s  wagging  his  tail  at  me  ! 

Lad.  Daniel  1  that’s  the  name  I’ve 
christened  him  ;  the  wife  is  absent  ;  Gui- 
chard,  now  is  the  time  to  capitulate  with 
the  old  gentleman  ( aside  to  Guichard  ) 
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Gui .  {aside)  Let  me  have  some  Van- 
humbugging*  fun  with  him. 

Lad .  Approach,  Daniel.  Allow  me, 
King  of  the  Forest,  to  introduce  to  you 
Mons.  Sapajou  ftake  the  gentleman’s  paw; 
hand,  I  mean  ;  don’t  he  a 'raid,  Sir. 

[ Lion  shakes  hands  with  Sapajou , 
and  leaps  ah  out .] 

Sap.  His  tail’s  wagging  1 

Lad,,  {eyeing  lion )  Quiet,  Daniel  !  [lion 
seems  afraid, and  retreats  from  his  severe 
look.)  Will  you  take  lunch  with  us  most 
noble  beast  ?  ( lion  roars  ;  Sapajou  jumps) 
You  will  sit  here,  Monsieur  Sapajou,  I 
here,  Daniel  between  us. 

Sap.  My  teeth  chatter  so  I  shan't  be 
able  to  eat  ;  he’s  wagging  it  again. 

Lad.  Daniel  !  c  nne  to  your  seat.  ( lion 
jumps  about ,  and  seats  himself  between 
Sap.  and  Lad.)  Daniel,  what  can  Monsr. 
Sapajou  offer  ryou  }  {lion  points  to  fond, 
roars.)  That  fowl,  give  it  to  him,  Monsr. 
Sapajou.  ( Sapajou  does  so ,  and  falls  off 
his  chair ,  alarmed.)  Gracious  me  !  what 
do  1  see  ? 

Lad.  Fear  nothing  ;  w  hat  have  you 
seen. 

Sap.  As  I  placed  the  fowl  in  Daniel’s 
jaws,  I  distinctly  saw  a  man’s  face  ! 

Lad.  {aside)  The  devil  !  1  can  easily 
account  for  that,  in  the  letter  that  came 
w  ith  him  the  Captain  mentioned  that  he 
had  devoured  two  sailors  on  the  voyage; 
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sailors  are  hard  of  digestion,  which  fully 
accounts  for  the  same.  Daniel,  take  a 
glass  of  wine  :  hob  and  nob  :  now  my 
dear  uncle,  that  will  be,  we’il  talk  of  bu¬ 
siness. 

Sap.  Not  now  ;  see,  he’s  wagging  his 
tail  ! 

Lad.  Be  quiet,  Daniei  !  this  paper  re¬ 
quires  your  signature  ,  it  is  a  consent  for 
me  to  marry  y  our  niece. 

Sap.  I’ll  sign  it :  what’s  that  1  As  1 
live  it’s  the  tiger  broke  loose  1 

Lad .  I’ll  sacrifice  myself  for  you. 

(He  pushes  Sapajou  before  him ,  who 
struggles  off ,  leaning  the  skirts  of  his  coat 
behind*  in  Ladoncette's  hand;  Ladou- 
ceie  goes  into  tree ,  Guichard  into  Gag  e, 
as  Pelican  enters  l.  h.  3  e.) 

Pel.  (as  a  tiger )  1  knew  1  should  scare 
them  ;  Love  has  inspired  me  to  assume 
this  disguise.  Oh  !  Clorinde  !  Oh  !  Ma¬ 
dame  Sapajou,  I  come  once  more  in  the 
hopes  of  seeing  you  ;  I  seek  you  in  the 
skin  of  an  African  tiger!  I  heard  she 
wanted  one,  and  here  lam. 

Lad.  [aside)  Oh  !  oh  !  he’s  no  qua¬ 
druped. 

Pel.  Now  to  place  tin's  letier  in  our  old 
post-office.  [He places  letter  incase.) 

Lad.  [takes  up  letter ,  and  beats  him 
with  a  broom.)  You’l  1  disguise  yourself  as 
a  tiger  and  frighten  people,  will  you  i 
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Pel.  Oh  !  mercy  !  don’t  spoil  the  skin, 
it  belongs  to  a  gentleman  who  sent  it  to 
be  stuffed. 

Lad.  What  do  I  see  !  my  funny  pre¬ 
server  who  pulled  me  out  of  the  water  ! 
Pel .  What!  aieyou  I  he  man  I  lugged 
'  out  ? 

Lad.  Forgive  me  for  the  thrashing  I 
gave  you.  Ha  !  they  are  coming  ;  down 
on  all  fours  ;  let  me  tame  you,  I’ll  explain 
hereafter;  now  follow  me  like  a  tom-cat. 

Pel .  ( imitates  cat )  IMew  !  mew  !  mol- 
row  ! 

Pad.  Keep  your  caterwauling  quiet  ! 
a  tiger  1  mean. 

Pel.  [imitates  tiger.) 

Enter  Sapajou,  Mad  S.  Aline,  Georg. 

Sap.  Keep  away  from  him  ;  he’s  wag¬ 
ging  his  tail  ! 

Lad.  A  child  may  play  with  him,  now 
he’s  tamed,  Nero  !  embrace  the  person 
you  like  best. 

Pel.  embraces  Madame  Sapajou  ;  frisks 
about  frightening  Sapajou  ;  returns  ; 
embraces  Madame  S.  again  ;  Ladou- 
cette  (jets  broom  ;  Pelican  runs  info 
cage  ;  the  moment  he  does  so ,  Guichard 
sees  him ,  and  is  dreadfully  frightened  ; 
they  are  both  in  agony  ;  they  frighten 
each  other . 

Sap.  How  they  are  growling  at  one 
another. 
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Lad.  [ enters  the  cage )  Observe,  Sir  ! 
pH  make  them  friends  in  a  moment.  [He 
whispers  each  of  the  leasts  ;  they  shake 
hands.) 

Sap .  Mind  !  they  are  botli  wagging 
their  tails. 


Enter  Aline. 

Oh  !  Pa  !  Oh  !  Ma  ! 

LacL  Have  they  brought  any  more 
lions  or  tigers  \ 

ALL  No  ;  our  friends  have  arrived. 

Lad.  ( aside)  Damn  it,  how  she  fright¬ 
ened  me  !  I  will  then  prepare  [He  takes 
a  bundle  from  cage ,  and  goes  into  house.) 

Al  ad.  S.  I  will  go  and  receive  my 
friends  ;  what  a  treat  they  will  have. 

[Exit  into  house. 

Sap.  Curse  these  animals,  they’il  ruin 
me  ;  my  maniac  of  a  wife  will  drive  me 
into  a  lunatic  asylum. 

Enter  Madame  S.  and  T^isitors  from 

house .  She  shews  them  the  cage ,  and 

places  them  in  seats  on  balcony  of  house. 

Lion  and  tiger  play  tricks  ad  lib. 

Sap.  [angry)  If  they  all  stop  to  dinner, 
how  delighted  l  shall  be  !  Pm  determined 
to  push  my  wife  into  the  cage  the  first 
opportunity  ;  if  that  don’t  kill  her,  ’twill 
cure  her;  either  will  do.  (' walks  about 
grotesquely  in  a  quiet  rage.) 
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Macl.  S,  Why  Sapajou,  you  are  strut¬ 
ting  about  like  a  Homan  gladiator! 
There’s  a  figure  !  there’s  a  Van  Amburgb  ! 
What  a  noble  figure  !  ha  !  ha  !  Bravo 
Sappy  !  Applaud  him  neighbours  1  ha  ! 

( Omnes  applaud  and  laugh  ;  lion  and 
tiger  roar  and  applaud .) 

.Mad,  S.  Well,  I  declare — the  very 
beasts  are  applauding  !  Pretty  creatures, 
what  wonderful  sagacity  ! 

Sap.  Wonderful  stupidity.  (He  struts 
about  the  front  of  stage.) 

Georg.  Take  care,  uncle!  the  lion’s 
corning  out  of  his  cage.  (Guichard  comes 
out.) 

Sap.  What !  where  ?  how  dare  you 
frighten  me  '?  ba  !  (Guichard  stands  and 
growls  at  him  on  all  fours ,  wriggling  his 
body  at  him  )  Mercy  on  me,  he’s  wagging 
his  tail  !  help  !  (He  turns ,  and  by  this 
time ,  and  not  before ,  Pelican  comes  down 
frisking  about  l  h.  I  e  )  Ha  !  the  tiger  ! 
he’s  wagging  his  tail  too  !  help  !  Leoni- 
dos — Brute-tamer — save  me  from  these 
beasts  !  Leonidos  ! —Caesar  Leonidos  !  — 
where  can  1  go  ?  Ah  !  the  tree. 

(He  throws  his  coat  at  one ,  his  wig  at  the 

other,  gets  up  tree  ;  they  follow  him  to 
the  foot  and  growl.) 

Omnes .  Caesar  Leonidos  !  Caesar  Leo¬ 
nidos  ! 
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Kilter  Lad.  [dressed  as  Van  Amburgh.) 

Lad.  The  Lion-King  is  here  !  [Omnes 
applaud .) 

Sap.  Nephew,  take  away  your  pupils. 
had.  Daniel  \  Nero  !  come  here. 

[They  come  and  crouch  to  him  ;  they  here 
burlesque  the  tricks  performed  by  Van 
Amburgh ,  Carter ,  fyc.  ;  at  conclusion 
omnes  applaud  ;  Sapajou  last  calls 
bravo  !  The  moment  the  lion  and  tiger 
hear  him ,  they  rush  to  tree  ;  he  is  alarmed 
and  cries  out  ;  hadoucette  calls  them  ; 
they  still  remain.) 

Sap .  In  mercy  call  them  away. 

Lad.  You  see  the}  refuse  to  obey  ; 
you  have  been  teasing  them  ;  they  have 
taken  a  dislike  to  you;  nothing  willsa- 
them  but  your  blood  and  bones. 
Sap.  Shoot  them  ;  there  are  pistols  on 
the  table. 

Mad.  S.  They  shall  not  he  injured. 

[She  lakes  pistols  from  table , 
R,  Ho  2  e.,  goes  up  again. 

had.  You  had  better  come  down  and 
make  it  up  with  them. 

Mad.  S  Do  as  your  bid. 

Sap.  Unfeeling  female!  I’ll  gi\e  you 
a  thousand  francs  to  shoot  them. 


tisfy 
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Mad .  »$.  Caesar  Leonides  do  not. 

Lad.  I  want  not  jour  money  ;  oil  three 
conditions  I  will  rescue  you. 

Sap.  Name  them — J  here  swear  to  per¬ 
form  them. 

Mad  S •  You  shall  not. 

Sap.  I  swear  1  will  ;  you  are  all  my 
witnesses. 

Jilad .  S.  Not  if  i  know  it. 

Lad.  He  has  sworn — 1  now  f  erform 
my  promise.  iVly  conditions  are  these  : — 
Fi  rstj  that  he  become  friendly  to  jVionsr.. 
Pelican. 

Sap.  Agreed. 

Mad.  S.  Stop  till  you  come  down  ! 

Lad.  Secondly,  that  you  give  your 
daughter  to  Monsieur  Guichard,  the 
Furrier. 

Sap.  I  agree. 

Mad  S.  (in  a  rage)  I  don’t— never 
will. 

Lad.  That  I  marry  your  niece,  Geor¬ 
gette. 

Sap.  Agreed. 

Mad  S.  The  second  proposal  I  will 
never  agree  to.  Monsieur  Guichard  called 
me  a  hyena,  and  a  tiger-cat  ;  I  will  never 
forgive  him,  and  rather  than  let  that  lit¬ 
tle  wretch  Sapajou  have  his  way,  I  my¬ 
self  will  shoot  these  noble  animals. 

[She presents  pistols  at  lion  and  tiger.) 

Pel *  and  Gui .  Don’t  !  Stay  ! 
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Surprise — Tableau. 

( Omnes  come  forward,  Sapajou  from  tree.) 

Sap.  My  friend  Pelican  disguised  as 
a  tiger  !  shoot  away  ! 

Mad.  S.  And  Monsieur  Guichard  as  a 
lion  ! 

Gui.  And  both  our  heads  at  your  feet  ! 
ha  !  ha  ! 

Mad .  S,  I’ll  never  be  triends — never 
consent — nothing  in  this  world  can  move 
me. 

Lad.  (aside  to  Aline  and  Georgette .)  I  'll 
tame  her.  Madame  Sapajou,  one  moment, 
private  ;  Monsieur  Pelican  was  an  old 
sweetheart  of  yours. 

Mad,  S.  (aside)  Merely  an  intimate 
friend —  perfectly  platonical. 

Lad .  1  found  this  letter  :  it  is  addressed 
to  you — it  was  open:  the  tiger  dropt  it. 
If  seen,  it  might  compromise  the  honour 
of  the  tigress — you  understand  ;  you  con¬ 
sent. 

Mad.  S.  Consent  !  with  pleasure  ! 

Lad.  You  hear  :  she  consents  with 
pleasure — I’ve  tamed  her  ! 

Sap .  Tamed  my  wife  !  If  he’ll  only 
give  me  the  secret  how  happy  I  should  be. 
Tamed  my  wife  !  wonderful  man  !  I’m 
so  rejoiced,  friends,  I’ll  stand  a  splendid 
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feast.  Let’s  kiss  and  be  friends,  and  end 
the  day  with  mirth  and  jollity. 

( Omnes  embrace  ;  Pelican  Madame  S.) 


Finale. 

Pelican  (solo).  Air — cw  Lunnun's  Curiosi¬ 
ties'1  in  Luke  the  Labourer . 

To  obtain  our  loves  we  try  schemes  in  variety. 

I  trust  tho’  a  beast,  I’ve  behaved  with  propriety  ! 

Guichard  (solo.) 

A  greater  beast  I,  although  perhaps  a  shy  ’un  ; 

I  represent  Royalty  :  so  pardon  the  Lion. 

Ladoucette  (In  attitude  over  beasts.) 

Lion  and  Tiger !  (they  come  to  him)  you  see  the  power 
I’ve  held  o’er  these  beasts  for  half  an  hour. 

To  you  I  cannot  issue  forth  my  commands  ; 

But  beg  the  kind  favour  of  your  hands. 

(' Chorus  omnes  repeat  2  last  lines.) 
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
